Bischoff was held in conversation 
there while E. R. Tiedebohi of the 
Central Trust company slipped over to 
Judge Landis’ court and obtained a 
warrant for his arrest. No charge was 
placed against him, it merely being 
explained to the court that the pre- 
cautionary measure should be taken to 
prevent any attempt on Bischoff’s part 
to leave Chicago during an investiga- 
tion of his affairs. — 

“I'm glad I am,” Bischoff exclaimed 
when he was informed by Deputy Mar- 
shal Thomas W. Smith he was under 
arrest. For the first time during the 
afternoon he smiled broadly. “TI feel 
safer now than I did before.” 
Attorneys Hummel and Streyckmans 
suggested that Bischoff and his attor- 
neys accompany them to his home and 
the west. side office to seize the books 
and papers.

The action of the operators was 
taken by the miners to mean a decilara- 
tion of open shop. Wage reductions 
have also been announoced by many 
mines. 

Railroad unions have been battling 
against the open shop for some time. 
Action of leading railroads, such as the 
Pennsylvania, in declaring an open 
shop in some lines of work, has Jed the 
unions.to the verge of strike several 
times within a year. 

The shop crafts, where. the open 


now have a strike vote against the ac- 
tion of the railroads. Officials of the 
shop workers’ union so far have never 
believed conditions ripe for a strike. 
These union officials, however, recent- 
dy have expressed the opinion that a 
combination of miners and railroad 
workers might result in a situation 
which would insure the success of a 
strike, 


Favored by Rail Unions. 


It is known that before Lewis issued 
the formal invitation to the meeting 
here, he had assurances from the 
railroad union headg that they would 
look favorably upon such a conference, | 

Now it is believed that, before set- 
ting the date of the meeting, Lewis was | 
assured by the rafl union heads that 
they would look favorably upon an’ 
“ economic alliance”’ which would pre 
sent a united front against employers’ 
efforts to force the open shop and cut 


wages. 


A little group of miner chieftains

Scouts after he had run up bills of 
several thousand dollars at various de- 
t stores and had cashed sev- 
eral checks that turned out to be 
worthless. Packing house concerns 
paid the bills for the Scout organiza. 
tion and Bischoff was not prosecuted. 
When next heard of he had opened 
an office under the name of Bischoff & 
Co. at 2213 Marshal) boulevard. It 
was learned that stockyards workers 
were rushing to give him their savings 
on promises of large returns. He ob- 
tained a reputation as a wizard in 
etock transactions. One of his meet- 
ings was raided in September, 1919. It 
was eaid he had gone to this meeting 
with but $10 and that he had $1,600 
in packing house pay checks and $600 
‘in cash when arrested. 


He ran afoul of the police several 


times, but always gained his liberty

by making payment in full to com- 
plaining witnesses. He usually made 
good on his promises to pay high rates 
of interest on his promissory notes.

Investigation by Attorney Streyck- 
mans has disclosed that not all of 
Bischoff's assets consist of gas and oil 
stocks, but that he has invested con- 
siderable money in sound securities. 
Steps have been taken to prevent him 
from disposing of some of these. 

“When the full disclosures of this 
man’s operations are made public they 
will reveal that he has handled stag- 
gering sums of money,” he said. 
“What became of !t all we don’t know. 
Bischoff says he has paid it out. As 
far as I can learn, he never paid out 
so very much in cash to the holders of 
his notes.” 

The notes held by ten creditors 
picked at random by Attorney Strecyk-

“I'll dare say it—I crave the return 
of intelligent convictions,” the Presi- 
dent continued.’

“I had rather trust the declaration 
of a party in a national convention, ex- 
pressing the conscience of its mem- 
bership, than the ephemeral whims of 
the passing moment.” 

Pays to Irreconcilables. 

He paid respects to party “ frrec- 
oncilablee” by declaring he would 
rather see a little more of the parti- 
sanship of Lincoln's day than the

“I don’t forget that I first required 
an expression of t from the Repub- 
lican party before accepting a position 
of reéponsibility in the nation. 

“It was not I that won the election 
in 1920. The United States gave its 
expression of confidence and hope in 
the party of Lincoln, McKinley, and 
Rosevelt. 

Lincoln as a Party Man. 

“Lincoln believed in party dictum 
and party policy. 

“Lincoln was the great partisan. 
No greater or better Republican ever 
lived. He believed that the greatest 
possibilities for service were in po- 
litical parties.” 

President Harding explained that po- 
litical parties must always work for 
the greater good of the nation. 

“Parties cannot always foresee or 
declare for all contingencies,” he said.

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POPE LIFTS BAN 


ON ITALIAN ARMY 
AT CORONATION 


ROME, Feb. 11.—[By the Associated 
Press.]—Pope Pius has decided that 
officers of the Italian army may enter 
St. Peter’s to witness the coronation 
wearing their uniform. This has not 
been permitted since the fall of the 
temporal power.

Unemployment in Winter 
Big Stimulant. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 
{Fourth Article.] 

Economic conditions have a definite 
bearing upon the volume of crime. 
The “crime wave” is vastly more than 
!a mere figure of speech. Unemploy- 
ment periods are accompanied by an 
increase in robberies, thefts and hold- 
‘ups. Cold weather almost invariably 


| brings a rise in felonies. Winter, in 
normal times, is the period of greatest 


| seasonal unoccupation. Lack of work) 


‘plus cold weather turns many into cas- 


,ual crookdom. Thus in the winter 
‘months, even when conditions are nor- 
|mal, two factors, economic and atmos- 
pheric, push up the crime rate. 


Then, too, as frost appears, many of 
the crooks among the “ floaters” start 
beating it in to Chicago. As the great 
railroad center it is easy of access— 
the same transportation facilities that 
make the city the great market center 
likewise make it a popular crime re- 
sort. Especially in view of the law’s 
delays which reduce the hazard of pun- 
ishment for wrongdoing. 


Oganized Crime Is Stable. 


“crime wave” apparently comes. Or- 
ganized, professional crimé itself rec- 
ognizes no season. It operates the 
year: around. And the more closely it 
becomes organized the smaller are the 
fluctuations month by month in crime 
volume. For years the curve has been 
flattening. | 

As experts view it, if employment in 
normal years were spread out more 
evenly over the year and seasonal un- 
occupation were minimized, casual 
crime would be diminished. If speedy 
trials could be had and some 600 of 
the most hardened criminals who are 
the backbone of the 10,000 professional 
crooks estimated to live in Chicago 
could be jailed or driven out, then 
would come a reduction in both organ- 
ized and unorganized crime. 

Many criminologists have traced the 
relationship between crime and eco- 
nomic stress. Volumes of statistics have 
been published showing that whenever 
the matter of getting the necessaries of 
life become harder, either through a 
rise in the price of food or through re- 
duced buying power by virtue of un- 
employment, an increase is experienced

crime commission showing how crimes 
of violence fluctuate in Chicago by 
seasons. In 1921 robberies registered 
the greatest ‘“‘wave.” Murders have 
next largest fluctuation and burglaries 
stand third. 

In Chicago’s robbery record for 1921 
June was down in the trough between 
two waves. The volume in Janu 
of that year was about 150 per cent 
greater than in June. Then it began 
to climb all the rest of the year. 

In the 1921 murder record February 
was low month, The line kept moving 
up and down, but in a general upward 
direction, until September, when it 
stood about 120 per cent above Feb- 
ruary. 

February Burglars’ Month. . . 

The burglary record by, months was 

more uniform. Its peak in February 


was about 60 per cent higher than its 
low mark in June. From the curve 


it appears that June and July were 


the vacation months for the burglars. 
For the rest of thé year. the monthly 
record is almost uniform along the 400 
mark.

After a storm at sea has subsided, days 
elapse before the waters become quiet. 

These secondary waves of influenza do 
not cease from coming until two or three 
years after the onset of the first and 
great wave. 

The great epidemic, which began in 
December, 1899, influenced the death 
rate appreciably untal 1904. 

The great, epidemic of 1918 was first 
noted in March of that year in all prob- 
ability in Kurope. It reached the United 
States by the latter part of August. 

So far as that great wave and its sec- 
ondary waves were concerned, conditions 
became normal in midwinter 1918-'19. 

About sixty-six weeks after the onset 
of the great wave, or about February, 
1920, there came a second wave of con- 
siderable proportions.

toms of furuncwtosis?

Furunculosis means having bolly. The boils 
are the outstanding symptoms. 

The cause is infection of the skin with pus 
germs. Among the underlying causes are dia- 
betes, diet too rich in sugars and starches, 
dirty skin. irritation of the skin, use of poul- 
tices and greases on the skin. 

It is: not contagibus in the ordinary sense. 

A persen with boils should be examined 
for diabetes. He should lessen his intake of 
sugars and starches: The skin must be Kept 
clean and free from irritation, No greases 


or. poultices should be used.

“HELPING THE EX-SERVICE MAN. 

Gary, Ind., Feb. 3.—[Friend of the Sol- 
dier.J]—What is the provision for loans 
to ex-service men if the bonus bill 
passes? Do you know other specifica- 
tions of the loan clause? Or is there 
any fund planned to make loans to the 
ex-service men? F. G. 

The federal bonus bil) as it now stands has 
several provisions based on what is called 
the “adjusted service pay.”” This provides 
$1 a day for home service and $1.25 a day 
for overseas service. Maximum is $500 for 
& man without overseas Service, and $625 
for a man with overseas service. 

The provision of “farm’ or home aid” 
allows the vfteran the amount of his “ ad- 
justed service pay” plus 40 per cent, if the 
money is used to purchase, improve, or make 
Payments on an approved farm, or city or 
suburban home. 

Another provision is for an “ adjusted serv- 
ice certificate,”’ which is a paid up twenty 
year endowment policy, on which loans can 
be made. 

No absolute “loan” plan has been men- 
tioned, other than that outlined above.

jess the operating costs of’ the tractor 
are greatly reduced or the price of 
farm products, particularly grain, is 
increased to justify the use of the 
tractor. Horses will be called in out 
of the pastures to help plant and culti- 
yate this season's crop. 

Farmers are not condemning the 
tractor. In fact, they see a great need 
for it on farms of more than 160 acres, 
but they say the low price of feed and 
work horses this spring, coupled with 
the high prices they have to pay for 
gasoline and oil to run the tractor, will 
force many of them to leave their 
tractors in the machine shed and use 
horses. | 

Won't Buy Tractors This Year. 


, J. G. Williams, president of the Citt- 


gens’ State bank at Watseka, and a 
land owner who is in constant touch 
with the farmers, says: 

“TI think the farmers will be less 
inclined to buy tractors this. spring 
than they have in several years, be- 
cause of the comparative low cost of 
keeping work horses and the high cost 
of operating a tractor. I will loan 
farmers money to buy tractors this 
spring just as freely as ever if I know 
that they are replacing horses and can 
use a tractor te an advantage, but I 


believe. the recent price reduction of | 


tractors will have little effect on the 
number sold this spring because farm- 


ers haven't the money. 


Tractor Replaces Six Horses. 

“I bought my tractor three years 
ago at a price equivalent to a thou- 
gand bushels of corn. Today I can 
buy it for a thousand bushels of corn, 
which is selling around 43 cents a 
bushel,” said R. F. Karr of Iroquois, 
who owns and operates 350 acres of 
land. 

“Before I got my tractor I kept 
twelve horses on the place, and now 


I only use six. The six horses replaced : 
by the tractor three years ago would | 
have paid for the machine, but. today ' 
it would take eight similar horses to, 
buy the same tractor because of the 
low horse market. I would not buy . 


a tractor under present ditions.”

Will Prevent Death of Cities. 

“City planning proposes to prevent 
the decline and death of cities. The 
same forces which cause cities to grow 
cause them to become congested, ineffi- 
cient, and choked. Growth stops, de- 
cay sets_in, and the city dies. 

“But now city planning steps in to 
prevent the process of disintegration. 
When congestion is too great, it will 
plan the way to decentralize business 
and living quarters. It'll not prevent 
change, but it will anticipate and plan 
for changing conditions, so that the 
cities which we city planners design 
and you real estate men utilize will be 
permanent establishments, growing 
and changing and going forward to- 
ward the realization of the city of our 
dreams.””

The public debt of the country—the 
treasury’s ever present problem, but 
since the great war a bigger problem 
than ever before—does not stick in the 
mind of the average citizen as long as 
treasury Officials, who have it before 
them always, think it should. 


_Explains Problem to Public. 


Believing that the financial prob- 
jems of his country ought occasionally 
io be called to the average citizen's at- 
tention, Under Secretary of the Treas- 
ury S. P. Gilbert Jr. has given a fresh 
outline of some of its high spots. 

“The public debt,” said Secretary 

Gilbert, “ now amounts to almost $23,- 
600,000,000. Of this great debt about 
$6,500,000,000 falls due within the next 
seventeen months, over $3,500,000,000 
in the form of Victory notes, which 
mature May 20, 1923; about $2,200,- 
000,000 in the form of treasury certifi- 
cates, which mature at various dates 
within a year, and nearly $700,000,000 
in the form of war savings certificates, 
uwhich mature Jan. 1, 1923, or may we 
redeemed before that time. 


An Additional $800,000,000. 

“Within but little more than a year 
later there will mature about $800,- 
000,000 additional of debt, of which 
short term treasury notes make up 
about $700,000,000 and war savin'gs cer- 
tificated about $100,000,000. 

“This summary of the early maturi- 
ties of the debt shows that the treas- 
ury has its work to do for the next 
few years and that with these vast 
operations to conduct it is of more 
than ordinary importance that the 
budget should balance year by year, 
ordinary receipts against ordinary ex- 

penditures, and leave no deficit to be 
covered by new borrowings.” 

The essence of the government's pol- 
icy with respect to the short dated debt 
as expressed by the President in his 
first address to congress, Secretary Gil- 
bert points out, is “orderly funding 
and gradual liquidation.”

Unfortunately, however, south was a’ 
player who uses the kindergarten dis 
card, which means that a seven or 
higher card means strength instead of 
weakness. 

Therefore, whether north discarded 
the eight of spades or a small! diamond, 
south would lead him a spade, and the 
declarer took the game and rubber as 
a result of this silly convention. 

Had north and south used the natur- 
al discarding convention, that is dis- 
card what you do not want. there 
would have been no trouble and never 
could be any trouble in giving the cor- 
rect information partner.

Exclusive decorators who dislike sell- 
ing to their patrons anything so com- 
mercial that it may be found in any 
store resort to having wire frames for 
lamp shades made after their own pat- 
terns. They patronize florists’ frame 
makers who are accustomed to making 
the wire frames for floral display 
pieces. This resource is, of course, open 
to amateurs as well as professionals. 
The lamp shade form design, with 
measurements, ig offered to the frame 
maker, who must be told, as to the fit- 
ting, whether the lamp has one upright 
socket or severaj. If it is but one, the 
frame maker provides a fitting that 
will clasp over the bulb. When there 
is a group of lights the lamp usually 
has a standard electric fitting, and the 
shade is held in place by an orna- 
mental locknut finial. 

Some decorators replace these com- 
mon finials with others, especially de- 
signed.. I have seen a Japanese iamp, 
fitted with a cream silk shade, trimmed 
with jade green moss and surmounted 
by a finial as big as a cooky made of 
carved jade. 

The proper width for a floor standard 
lamp shade is 18 to 20 inches; for a 
table lamp shade 16 to 20 inches.

The wires 
are carefully covered by winding and 
sewing at the joinings. This is to 
form a foundation to which the outer 
covering may be securely sewed. The 
outer fabric is thus stretched, shirred, 
or plaited and pinned carefully into 
position before being sewed fast. The 
lining is overcast around the outside 
lower edge of the frame (the heading 
of the fringe will Conceal raw edges), 
and turned over to the inside of the 
frame to be shirred to the top. 

Inside linings should be carefully 
stretched into place and pinned before 
sewing. Trimmings are thus sewed 
over seams and wires and other points 
to be decorated. The fringe is ap- 
plied last with a strip of narrow gal- 
loon over the heading of the fringe.

Any one with flair for setting down facts and 
&@ novel. Any one who has enough lack of reti- 
cence to be willing to dump his or her entire mental 
reactions into print can write poetry. Scholarship, 
a literary background, an intense preparation for 
thé craft of letters is seldom demanded in America. 
I don’t, like the Thirty Americans who explain 
“Civilization in the United States,” claim ‘that 
European letters are any more firmly foundationed. 
IT honestly don’t know whether they are or -not. 
But I do know that a second rate piece of work, 

- done fn a slovenly fashion, with no overtones of cul- 
ture or charm, is as like not to succeed with a 
fanfare: I know that a k which is deeply schol- 
arly is almost unique in American letters.

N THOUSAND years ago herds 
of reindeer and wild horses 
roamed over what is now the 
sunniest part of France.

At a place called Grimaldi, on what 
is now the shore of the Mediterranean, 
& grave was found containing, among 
others, the skeleton of a tall man, evi- 
dently a person of importance.

The artist who drew the 
picture says: 


“I put down a photograph of the 
skull and began laying in the muscles 
of the face, each where it would nor- 
mally fall. After I had worked for 
some time and had the features ready 
for the skin I smoothed it out a little 
and held it off, and, to my surprises I 
saw a likeness of Abraham Lincoln 
looking out of the paper. I ran and 
got a picture of Lincoln and compared 
the two. The Cromagnon’s face was 
the shorter of the two, and his profile 
was much more concave, but, to my 
mind, the two men were of the same 
type.” 

Lincoln was a Cromagnon, and the 
traits of mind body for which he 
is noted are found more or less pro- 
nounced in all. Cromagnons. = 

Traces of Cromagnon occupation oc- 
cur all over Europe, and members of 
the various types of this race are found 
frequently in living populations. ‘They 
are best preserved in the islands of Ire- 
land and England and nearby places. 
By virtue of the geographical isolation 
of these lands, the Cromagnon stocks 
were left in peace, while the rest of 
Europe was plowed and harrowed by 
the incursions of Alpines, Celts, and 
Nordics.

YDROGEN gas, identical with 

the substance which constitutes

have a bottle of hydrogen. It has no 
color or odor and resembles air in 
many ways. But if you were to set the 
bottle right side up the gas would in- 
stantly escape. “Hydrogen is much 
lighter than air, and in order to hold 


-{t its container must be kept upside 


down. You can prove this by pouring 
it from one bottle to another, holding 
them both mouth down. 

Should a little air become mixed with 
hydrogen a spark explodes it with a 
sharp whistle. A nymber of airship 
disasters have been directly due to the 
ignition of the gas used to inflate the 
bag. Old gas usually contains air and 
is ready to explode at the slightest

LOOKING AT THE SUN. 
HEN not obscured by mists or 
clouds, the sun is so bright 
that the eye cannot look upon 
it without pain. If . viewed 
through an unprotected telestope it 
will burn and couse blindness. How- 
ever, various methods are in use for 
looking at the sun directly. , 
If a piece of smoked glass is placed 
between the telescope and the eye, the 
sun appears’as a brownish yellow disc, 
slightly dusky near its edges and more 
or less flecked with dark sun spots and 
bright facule. The smoked gfass 
serves well in a general way, but there 
is another screen which reveals the 
features on the sun. sas 
Aniline dye, gentian violet, an@ an 
ordinary ruby glass, when used to- 
gether, reveal the flames. These two 
permit only a small amount of red 
light to pass, but it is of great purity, 
and what is highly important, it.is ex- 


actly the hue of blazing hydrogen. 


When the sun is seen throygh,a 
screen of this kind it appearg as ‘a dull 
scarlet ball on which the jetg and prom- 
inences stand out like blood drops on 
a scarlet cloth. The entire surface of 
the sun is covered with indistinct 
mottlings. Here and there, and par- 
ticularly in the vicinity of a spot, the 
facule are seen as splashes of the most 
intense red, while the spots themselves 
are revealed as great vortices, gray on 
their edges and black in their centers 
where they descend into the bowels of 
the sun.

WHAT PLACE—NAMES TELL. 
ANGUAGE is slowly built up 
from sounds, and once words 
are formed, they have a tena- 
cious hold on life. 

“Tilinois” is an Indian words with 


a French ending. “TDlini” in the-lan- 
guage of the aborigines meant “‘ men,” 
but the French could not pronounce it 
well, and said «*Illinois” instead. 
“Mississippi” is clearly an Indian 
word, and shdws that the Indians 
named the river. “#1 Paso” and 
“Los Angeles” are SpanisH place 
names, “ Detroit” and “ Fond du Lac”’ 
are French, while “ Milwaukee” and 
“Kankakee” are Indian. Men never 
coin names for things if they can find 
some name Wy which they are already 


known. They will give a name indi- 
cating a likeness to something élse 
that they know, rather than create a 
new term. 

‘ Words exist only to convey infor- 
mation. Unless a newly coined word 
can gain a sudden wide publicity it is 
not apt to be generally understood, and 
hence is meaningless. It is far better 
to seek some old name that people 
have heard before. 

Wheh the early explorers entered 
this country, all the names were in 
the various Indian languages. 
naturally attempted to find out what 
the Indians called the places—and only 
after their efforts failed did they apply 
names in their own language. 

When English supplanted French, 


Dutch and Spanish, the existing place 


They. 


names were allowed to remain as they 
were, and only the ones that came 
after were in English. This all seems 
simple to us, for our history is recent, 


.and we have abundant. documentary 


evidence to substantiate all of it. This 
is not so in other parts of the world. 
In many places the language of the 
place-names affords the principal clue 
to the races of the past. In France 
and England words ending in dun, un, 
or don, as Verdun, Autun, and London, 
indicate the presence of a Celtic speak- 
ing people at one time. Dun in Celtic 
meant a strong place, as a fort. Ver- 
dun at the time of the Roman ¢con- 
quest of Gaul was Virodunum, and 
was in the hands of the Celtic speak- 
ing Gauls. 
Augustodunum.. 
the Emperor Augustus before Gawu! 
was entirely Romanized. London 
meant “fort in the swamp” in the 
language of the Cletic speaking Brit- 
ons. 

In Germany and central Europe as 
far as the Balkans, there are evidences 
of ancient Celtic speech that gave way 
before the Teutonic languages of the 
north. 

The findings of philology are inter- 
esting. Words of the ancient Pictish 
language of Scotland are most near- 
ly allied to the Berber tongues of North 
Africa. This is confirmed by explora- 
tions in anthropology. It is now 
known that Mediterranean man once 
extended as far north as Scotland, and 
unquestionably took his language with 
him.

Looking down on the sun through a 
telescope, one beholds vast boiling 
sheets of flame. High up in the thin, 
invisible shell of gases which consti- 
tute the solar atmosphere, fantastic 
shapes of rosy cloud flames are seen. 
Their bases rest on gas beneath, and 
they send down long coiling roots into 
the fire mists below. Such clouds often 
hang in the same spot day after day, 
lazily turning on their stems like clus- 
ters of gigantic scarlet toadstools. 

The surface of the sun is a sea of 
white hot clouds. It is in constant tur- 
moil, ceaselessly tossing like the waves 
on the open ocean. Through holes in 
this fire there are occasional glimpses 
of a denser, still hotter layer ow, 


but bottom to this ocean of flame there 
is none, 


Imagine yourself on the sun and 
looking down into a chasm . 150,000 
miles across and 15,000 miles deep. 
Its sides are made of glowing metallic 
clouds, ahd its bottom descends ir- 
regularly into flames below. Into this 
holé the gases from above are being 
sucked. They rush and swirl as they 
descend and give pea! on peal of sound 
that surpasses the roar of a million 
volcanoes, 

The vapors which rush in from above 
are much cooler than the gases below. 
They radiate gss light, and make the 
center of the sun spot dark. Long 
jets of intensely white gases leap up- 
ward from the nearby fields.

TRISECTING THE ANGLE. 
ROM the standpoint of geometry 
of the fourth dimension, the tri- 
section of the angle does not prée- 
sent.any difficulty, although it_is 
impossible of solution by ordinary 
mathematics.

OORDINATION of the three ma-

added to the gross cost of farm prod- 
ucts. 


The attention of the country was 


.called to the heavy losses now sus- 
- tained by farmers on account of bad 
roads and to the economic and social 
benefits which accrue to them and to 
the people of the whole country as a 
result of general road improvement. 
The conference declared that the farm- 
er ought to be able to haul to markets 
twice as much and twice as often as 
he has been able to do in the past and 
that if the farmer fs to help influence 
the of his products by not dump- 
ing them on the market for fear of un- 
seasonable weather, he must control 
condition of teh reads to his mar- 
kets. 
ment of highways and to facilitate the 
farmers’ marketing problem, the con- 
ference went on record as being in fa- 
vor of highway research by federal, 
state, and college authorities to the end 
that traffic on highways may be regu- 
lated according to the facts developed. 
Congress was urged to continue fed- 
eral aid for the building of interstate, 
postal and the farm-to-market roads 
and to appropriate adequate funds for 
a definite period so that the states may 
plan equitable cotperation. 

The conference urged that every 
possible effort be made to promote 
safety of life and limb on the highways 
and that as economy of transportation 
depended on well kept highways that 
all possible safeguards should be 
placed about the maintenance of the 
roads, 

Realizing that traffic conditions are 
rapidly changing and that road build- 
ing is now an important engineering 
and business undertaking, the confer- 
ence urged that all partisan or politi- 
cal considerations fh such work must

N the absence of laws governing 
aviation in America the aeronauti- 
cal department of the Underwfit- 
ers’ Laboratories under the diree- 
tioh of Maj. R. W. Schroeder is not 
only on a rapid upward climb but is 
speedily gaining a foothold on a posi- 
tion that may make it the controlling 
and safeguarding force of this young 
industry. At least it will probabiy oc- 
cupy that position until national logis- 
lation is enacted. 
Primarily it is the duty of the de- 
partment to deterfmine whether or not 
the insurance companies of America 
can be reasonably safe in. giving an in- 
surance policy to a certain airplane 
and g certain aviator. .This work. ts 
done upon application by the owner 
of the ship. It is done in a thorough 
and systematic manner by men who 
know their business. It can be safely 
stated that Maj. Schroeder is one of the 
best authorities on aviation in the 
United States.

They must have positive as- 
surance that ‘the ship and the man are 
safe. If that is their decision, they
